The Southern California Regional Coordinator, JoAnn Schnelldorfer, is in support 
and welcomes the opportunity to host the independent charters from LAUSD this 
year. 

Additionally, JoAnn is open to change the name from Southern California Provide 
(So Cal Private) to Southern California Region (So Cal Region). So Cal Region will 
host two divisions. Private and Charter. Each division will have separate awards. 
The champion from each division will be represented at the state championship. 
Because So Cal Region is chartered with CAD, teams in the region that did not win 
their division but have high enough scores will be eligible to advance to the state 
championship as space warrants. 

This would be considered a permanent option for all independent charters within 
Los Angeles and nearby regions (based upon competition guidelines for those 
regions). 

The four Independent Charters of LAUSD have until November 29 to report their 
decision to Kathy Gonnella, LAUSD's regional coordinator, and Ken Scarberry, 
CAD's executive director. 

NOTE: CAD's Board of Directors declined the option of grandfathering teams to the 
state championship.

Dear Pali Community, 

We hope that those who are most impacted by the fires are now safe and in more stable situations. 

We continue to monitor conditions around and in route to Palisades Charter High School and believe 
that air quality and other circumstances are such that we can return to school tomorrow. Here are the 
most important details to know: 

• School will be in session tomorrow, Wednesday, November 14. 

• Air quality has been good at the school site for the past 48 hours; we have no reason to believe that tomorrow 
will be otherwise. 

• We will continue to monitor conditions and will send out alerts should there be significant changes. 

• PCHS will follow an ODD day schedule on Wednesday, November 14 and end the semester with an EVEN day 
on December 10 prior to finals. 

• Students who take PCHS School Buses from ATS will be notified if there are any changes to routes or 
schedules. As of now, the Topanga Routes 910 in AM and 933 in PM are the only buses with an alternate 
schedule/stops than usual. Messaging will be sent directly to the 910/933 Route families that are impacted. All 
others buses will run as normal. 

• Students who must miss additional days of school due to fire related issues will be able to appeal and clear 
these absences. 

• Students and parents are encouraged to contact counselors, teachers, and/or administrators for assistance 
with academic and emotional needs resulting from fire related situations. PCHS has a strong support network. 
We are here to help when we know that help is needed. 
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• The American Red Cross Evacuation Station will continue on campus through the end of the week. PCHS is 
working closely with ARC staff to ensure safe conditions for students with no disruptions to school activities. 
PCHS appreciates the concern, compassion, and patience demonstrated by our school community 
during this challenging time. We are truly grateful for all who have provided for the safety of our 
families and for those who have given support for those impacted by the devastating fires.
